REAL OOMPENSATION: 


Spring has struck the lower Mississippi valley 
in the usual way, and tornadoes and floods are 
carrying death and destruction through the 
Southern Central States.

RACE PRESERVATION. 


A Canadian-born president of a New York 
college has been telling an audience in the big 
metropolis that the United States is rushing to- 
ward race suicide, What he is worrying bout 
is not a decrease in the birth rate, but sudh an 
admixture of imported elements as will destroy 
the racial characteristics inherited from the men 
and women who founded the republic. That 
would seem to be almost inevitable. That there 
are still so many ‘‘Americans’’ of unmixed New 
England stock, and that they manage to contro] 
the destinies of the country, is a matter of wonder: 
One cannot toss varied ingredients into a ‘‘melt- 
ing pot’’ without producing a conglomerate sub- 
stance resembling all of them, but none of them. 
And quite commonly the qualities he would like 
to preserve are the ones which are lost in the 
assimilation. Canada can profit by the experi- 
ence of its neighbor in this matter. We need 
more people, but we do not need an influx of all 
races and colors large enough to submerge and 
extinguish the original type and substitute some 
composite order of being of unknown and likely 
worse tendencies. If our descendants are to be 
Canadians we shall have to mind the gates and 
have a care who and how many we let in,

THE MONEY BYLAWS. 
On Monday next the ratepayers of the city will 
be asked to sanction the borrowing of $435,000, 
to cover the capital expenditure that is proposed 


to be made during the summer by the public | 


school board and the city council. 
are to be submitted: The school board asks for 
$295,000, with which to build three permanent 
school buildings. Council asks for $95,000 to be 
spent in improvements to the Royal Alexandra 
hospital; $20,000 additional for the cost of the 
projected isolation hospital, and $25,000 to meet 
the expense of widening Norwood boulevard. The 
rate of interest in each case is five and a-half per 
cent. 

As was certainly the case last year, it is doubt- 
ful if enough effort has been made to acquaint the 
taxpayers with the details of these proposals into 
which it is planned to put upwards of a half 
million dollars. While the projects have been 
before council, school board and hospital board 
for months, the ins and outs of each are by no 
means as clear to the public as is desirable. This 
is not, any more than last year, a time when to 
ask is to receive, even when the object is not posi- 
tively objectionable. The public have to be 
‘shown’? under present circumstances before 
they part with their money—for anything. In 
private affairs people are doing without many 
things they would like to have, most of them 
some things which they need, and they cannot 
be supposed to be ready to give endorsation to 
any scheme for spending thousands of dollars 
which they will have to repay without knowing 
exactly and officially what they are going to get 
for the outlay. It is not good enough to say, as 
has been said in behalf of the school board's pro- 
posals, that we have not built any large perman- 
ent schools for a number of years: That is true 
But if there is not a real need of added school ac- 
commodation we should not build any schools— 
permanent or temporary—for several years. In 
regard to that proposal it is due to the ratepayers 
that they be told exactly how much additional 
accommodation will be provided if the sum asked 
for is added to the city debt and whether it is 
needed in the localities in question, Similarly the 
necessity of making the proposed improvements 
to the Royal Alexandra hospital will have to be 
set forth in plain terms, and the facts presented 
which call for a supplemental vote of $20,000 for 
the construction of the isolation hospital. It is 
fairly obvious that Norwood boulevard should 
be widened, and that it will have to be widened 
some day. But that general statement of the case 
is not sufficient warrant for sanctioning what- 
ever scheme council or commissioners may have 
in hand for doing it. Precisely what the plan is, 
and what is to be got for the money are pointa 
which need illumination.

CREDITS NOT CAPITAL 


Montreal Gazette: 

The proceedings before the committee on anking 
and ceammerce which have taken place in Ottawa, will 
not, in the opinion of many people, go very far in 
offering an explanation to the farmer of the west as 
to why bank credits cannot be made more accessible 
to him. If the main functions of our banks are kept 
in mind, there can be no difficulty in understanding 
the whole matter. Banka receive deposits from the 
public and extend credits to the public. Iti no part 
of m %ank’s business to supply capital to either 
farmers, business men or companies The present 
criticiam of the banks by the people of the west arises 
from a lack of understanding as to the difference 
between capital and banking credits 

It should be clear to everyone that when a bank 
receives deposits it must in turn see to it that the 
banking credits which it gives are given in such man- 
ner aa to enable it to repay at short notice the de- 
mands of depositors when they want their money 
To do this it is necessary to set a definite time dimit 
for repayment of all bank credits and thie should not 
exceed from three to six months; and in all cases 
these credits, wherever possible, must be further se 
cured by such collateral as the borrower is able to 
supply, the main point to be guarded against by the 
bank being that under no excuse or subterfuge must 
the borrower treat the credit as capital.

Recipe Cabinet 


N other days brides found one of

She car- 
ries business methods into her shin- 
ing new kitchen, clipping as she goes 
and pasting each precious recipe on 
{ts own neat card—where it may

Baking Powder Biscuits. 


Mix and sift two cups of flour, one 
rounded teaspoonful of baking pow- 
der, one teaspoonful of salt. Rub 
one heaping tablespoonful of lard 
into the flour. Mix it to a soft dough 
with one cup of sweet milk or water. 
Spread out on moulding board, rol! 
out or pat out lightly with fingers, 
and cut with a small biscuit cutter. 
Bake in a hot oven. 

Plain Cake. 


Cream one anda half cups of 
sugar with half a cup of shortening. 
Add one teaspoonful vanilla and two 
well-beaten eggs. Sift together two 
cups of flour, one teaspoonful baking 
powder, and a pinch of salt, and add 
to the creamed sugar, together with 
one cup of milk. Bake in layers or 
loaf. A layer cake requires a quick 
oven, a loaf cake bakes slowly, 

A chocolate cake may be made 
from this recipe by saving out half 
a cup of the sugar and half a cup 
of the milk, mixing the sugar with 
chocolate or cocoa, adding the milk 
and heating, then mixing with the 
Test of the cake. 

Pic Paste. 


For one pie use one and a half 
cupfuls of sifted flour, a small haif 
cupful of lard, a fourth of a cupful 
of ice water, a salt-spoonful of sait 
and a large pinch of baking powder. 

Place the flour in a pan, sift the 
salt and baking powder over it, add 
the lard and with a chopping knifo 
mix the lard thoroughly with the 
flour, It is well to provide more 
than the exact amount of ice water, 
but be careful to use as little as 
will readily get the crust into shape 
after chopping. Mix with the tips of 
the fingers, adding but little water at 
a time and handling as little as pos- 
sible. Endeavor as you become ex- 
perienced, to roll your crust to the 
exact dimensions, as nearly as can 
be managed, that there may be little 
trim off and mould ovor. 

Salad Dressing. 

Take a teaspoon of galt, two tea- 
spoons sugar, four teaspoons flour, 
one teaspoon mustard, a dash of 
pepper, two eggs, slightly beaten, 
one-third cup vinegar, two-thirds cup 
water, mixed together, Mix dry in- 
gredients together and moisten with 
the vinegar and water mixture, Add 
eggs. Cook until thick. When using 
add cream to thin down. 

Boiled Icing. 
Boll ome cup white sugar with 


four tablespoons water until 1 
threads. Have ready the beaten 
white of one egg, pour the sirup 
{nto {t slowly, beating all the time 
Flavor and spread on cake while 
warm. 

Pan Bofling or Frying Meats, 

Put meat to be broiled or fried tn 
very hot frying pan with very little 
or no fat. Turn every few minutes 
until cooked. Season and serve im- 
mediately, Steak or chops may be 
pan broiled without any fat in the 
pan For thin gravy pour a little 
botling water into pan after meat is 
faken out. 


THE HOME WEDDING IN 
THE SMALL HOUSE 


ANY are the reasons why the 
wedding is celebrated at 
home. To begin with, the 

home wedding entails much less ex- 
pense and a great deal less of pu’ 
licity, But aside from all that, the 
wedding celebrated in the really 
small house has its problems. And 
most important of all the problems 
that it presents is decorating. 

Perhaps the first requisite to taste- 
ful decorating in the smal! house is 
good old-fashioned common sense 
For instance, if the hallway is nar- 
row, don’t insist on making it more 
so by the addition of a perfect pa- 
rade of palms or other potted plants, 
Or, if the living room is not any too 
ample, an elaborate bower, arranged 
in {ts midst, won't create the fllu- 
sion of additional breadth. But to 
just get away from the negative alde 
of the question, jet simplicity almost 
to the point of severity be the rule 
when attempting to decorate for the 
wedding. A plant or two at the bot- 
tom of the staircase is sufficient 
when the stairway is none too wide. 
And low bowls of flowers, one or two 
in the hall, the others distributed 
about the living room, make for @ 
delightful decorative scheme. 

Then there is the bower to consif- 
er, One especially ingenious young 
bride-to-be had her book-case, which 
stood between two windows, drapod 
with hanging greens, Slender vases 
of roses stood atop it. And over 
hanging all was a floral bell suspend- 
ed from the celling. Another thing 
to remember is this: the white rib- 
bons are not absolutely necessary. 
One may dispense with them as well 
as not. And it's ever so much bet- 
ter to do the former thing in the case 
of the very small house.
